And it will also bo noticed thai it puts 


upon record thc opinion in the State of 
Massachusetts in 17S8, that negroes were 
at that time citizens in sonn of the United 
States. 


It may perhaps be this double-edged 


property of the argument, now presented to 
the Chief Justice, that prevented the use of 
it in his opinion. 


Here is Ihe law, which we offer to the 


Chi'-'f Justice with our compliments : 
" No person, being an African or negro, 


other than a subject of the Emperor of Mo- 
rocco, or a citizen of someone of the United 
States, shall tarry within this Common- 
wealth for a longer time than two months ; 
and if any person so tarry for a longer time 
he shall he ordered to depart; and if he dis- 
obey he shall be imprisoned at hard labor 
till the next Sessions of the Peace, when, if 
convicted, he shall be whipped with stripes 
lot exceeding ten, and ordered to depart 
vithin ten days ; and so on toties quotics.

'Section 1. A quarantine shall bo had of all 


vessels, their ollU-crri, crews, naiisi'nicurs and 
cargoes that come within the harbor of New- 
port, which are from New Orleans, Mobile, or 
any port or place whatever, where any infec- 
tious, contagious or malignant disease pre- 
vails, or recently has pretailed, or which are 
fou! or infected after their arrival; wither 
shall any vessel coming from an infected dis- 
trict, or on board which, during her voyage, 
any person may have died of an infectious 
disease, or whose cargoes or any part thereof 
has recently been brought from any such port 
or place, life unladen of any article which may 
be deemed by the Health 'OflLccr, callable of 
generating or communicating disease, until 
written permission therefor be obtained from 
the Mayor, or in his absence from a member of 
thc Board of Aldermen. 


Sec. 2. The Quarantine ground of the city 


of Newport, shall comprise all that part of the 
harbor extending North from a lino drawn 
from the light house on Go; t Island to the 
South extremity of Fort Greene, and Fjast of 
a Hue drawn from 'the head of the Long Wharf 
to thc Western extremity of Coaster's Har- 
bor Island. The Mayor, or in his absence, a 
member of the Board "of Aldermen, shall de- 
termine at what distance from thc Asylum on 
Coaster's Harbor Island, thc quarantine ves- 
sels shall he placed, so that the health of the 
poor that may be in the Asylum may not he 
endangered. All vessels that may be ordered 
into quarantine shall, during the time they re- 
main in quarantine, wear a color in their 
shrouds, in such manner as to be seen at a 
proper distance. 


SKCTIOX '3. During thc time any vessel is 


performing quarantine, no person shall go on 
hoard thereof, excepting those employed by or 
under thc Health Officer, or by permission of 
thc Mayor, or in his absence, a member of thc 
Board of Aldermen carrying a certificate from 
the Mayor ov said memb'er; and every person 
who shall violate thc provisions of this section, 
shall be liable to be considered as contamina- 
ted with infection, and held to undergo purifi- 
cation in the same manner and under thc same 
regulations and restrictions, as those perform- 
ing quarantine on board of said vessel, and 
sliall remain there until discharged by the 
Health Officer, or the Mayor, or in his absence 
a member of the Board o'f Aldermen ; and the 
Health Officer may forcibly detain such per- 
son or persons for the purposes aforesaid. 


SKCTIOX 4. It sliall bo the duty of the Sen- 


tinel to board every vessel arriving at this 
port between the 30th day of June and the 1st 
day of November of any year, and examine 
their condition, and if such vessel is liable to 
quarantine, to order said vessel to the quaran- 
tine ground and deliver the raptaiii or com- 
manding officer a copy of these regulations, 
and report to the Mayor, or in his absence, n. 
member of thc Board of Aldermen, her situa- 
tion and circumstances, and shall by his ad- 
•ice and direction, take such measures for 
cleansing said vessel at the irxpense of the 
owner.-;, master or eommandiuKuOlcer thereof, 
as are proper and necessary, and shall detain 
heron thc quarantine ground, so long as the 
Mayor, or in his absence, a member of the 
Board of Aldermen, shall think it expedient, 
and all expenses incurred by such Health Of- 
ficer during the time said vessel is quarantin- 
ed, may be recovered by him in an action of 
thc case, in the name of the City Treasurer, 
against said owners, master or commanding 
officer, or either or any of them, before any 
Court competent to try thc same: 
SECTION o.—A person who shall be a Health
